A Copy of a Report of the Commiffioners of Account, bearing date the 2d of 
September, 1805, on the account of t,he Board for the year ended the 5th of 
January, 1803, and alfo a Letterfrorn the Lords Commiffioners of thetTreafury, 
calling the molt ferions attention of the Board to- the large Arrear Hated- in the faid 
Report to be due to the public, and alfo requiring the Board to report to them 
the mod advifeable meafures to purfue for calling in the faid arrear, as well as 
the new regulations they may think it right to adopt, to prevent the recurrence of 
iiinilar abufes, were prefented and feverally read, and the Board having eonffdered 
the fame. 

Ordered. — That a Committee be appointed of all the Members prefent, and of 
all fuch others as ffiall choofe to attend, to examine into the matters contained in 
the faid Letter and Report, to examine and afcertain all balances whatfoever 
outftanding at the prefent day, as well as on the 5th January, 1803, to report 
fuch meafures as may be advifeable for regulating the mode *of paying money 
hereafter, and drawing it 1 'rom the Treafurer, and to report fpecially upon the 
whole. ’ • 

Ordered, — That the Secretary be fufpended, and that the Infpector General 
do take on him the execution of his Office during his fufpenfion. 

Ordered, — That the Treafurer be acquainted, that it is the defire of the Board, 
that no money be paid by him until further directions, without the Order being 
counterfigned by three Truftees at the lealt at a Board. 

Ordered, — That a Letter be written to the Commiffioners of the Treafury, to 
inform them of thele Refolutions, and that the Truflees will tranfmit to them the 
refult of their enquiries without delay..

My Lords, and •Gentlemen, 

_ THE Reporter the Commifiaoners of Accounts, which now lies upon your 
Table, will naturally engage your rnoft ferious confiderat ion. 

In purfuing your inveftigation of the feveral matters contained in that Report, 
you will; of courfe, require to be aided by every information 'from me that may 
be neceflary to bring them com pleteiy within your knowledge, and therefore I 
cannot be thought guilty of an unfeafonable intmfion on your deliberations, in 
•fubmittiwg to yon, at. their opening, the fulldt conmmiYieation in my power, of 
•the origin and progrefs of thofe cireumftances that have contributed to create, 
tlie Arrear, which, to the extent therein let forth, is ftated to be due to the 
public. 

My father was appointed to the office of Secretary. to your Board on the i8th 
<|ay of December 178c. At that time your principal difburfements were, and 
for many years fnbfequent thereto continued to be, com prifed under the head of 
I' lax Premiums; they confifled of fmali funis, varying in amount from. ten to 
thirty (hillings, being Aereable premiums, of fo much value, previoufly 'offered, 
to encourage the cultivation of Flax, and were paid upon the proof of its growth, 
and the authority of the Board’s previous -ad million of the claim.— To provide for 
the payment of fchefe premiums; large Anns of money were drawn into the office, 
from, the bank of the Ireamrer,. by the draft of the Secretary, amounting, at 
his mere difc.retion, from one to five hundred pounds and upwards, to be dif- 
burfed again aimorig the claimants. In this- way, a large fund was always in the 
Office available to the Secretary. If happened, that fhortly after the entrance 
of my father upon the. duties' of this fit nation, the family of his predeceffor 
became involved in an exteiifive litigation, to eftablifh their rights to a confider- 
able property in the Count y of Cavan, as devifees under .a will, the validity of 
which was impeached by the heirs at law. Led by a humane with to befriend a 
family, who had Jolt all the advantages- reful ting to them from a fituation, which 
had then .devolved upon hirnfelf, and the income of which had conflituted the 
principal fource of their fupport, he entered into the interefts of their ca> fe 
w ith a devotion to their welfare, and a zeal in their fupport, which foon exhaufted 
the meafure of his own means, together with every aid he could colled! from 
his friends, and finally led him by flow and imperceptible degrees, to encroach 
upon thole Funds which only came into his hands as a public Agent. I fav 
imperceptible, becaufe the progrefs of that Arrear could not have been accurately 
known to him, from the complex manner in which the receipt, payment, and 
accounting of the Fund applicable to the Flax Premiums had been always con- 
ducted. I do not ftate this in order to jnftify the confequences to which it led, 
.but rather with an humble hope to avert the imputation of premeditated wrono-, 

A flax premium was given to the claimant in the fhape of a draft, drawn in his 
favour by the Infpedtor of the County, to which the premium was granted, 
upon the Secretary in Dublin, generally for a fmali film, varying in amount, as 
before ftated, from ten to thirty fliillings. Upon payment, it was receipted on 
.the back; by the name only of the bearer, as is ufual in other drafts, and therefore 
there was not any record on it of the precife day on which it was paid. From 
the daily payments out of the impreft fund, there was a confiant influx of thofe 
drafts into the Offide, and when the account of any given year came to be 
■made up, the charge of flax premiums was fatisfied out of the aggregate quantity, 
without diftinction to whether they belonged to the iffues of fuch year, or were 
made out of the iffues of that portion of the current year which had expired. 
^243. ' ; - B ' - The 
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The bufinefs of the Linen Office was then wholly unknown to mo ; young in life, 

I was paffing through the fucceffive gradations of a clafltcai education at fchool, 
and in college, with a view to follow the profeffion of the Bar, to which, after 
the ufual reOdence in England, I was admitted; for though m the yew 1790. 
this Board was pleated to appoint me joint Secretary with my father, with the 
benefit of Survivorffiip to me, I had early abandoned all intention of ever enter- 
ing upon the Office, and took no {hare whatever in its duties, till they devolved 
on me by bis death. Me died on the 24th day of November 1 795, and feme 
time had elapfed after his deceafe before (he exiftence of an Arrear was made 
known to me, but the extent of it I could not accurately learn m the Office ; 
and the circumftances were the more inexplicable to me, became no Arrear 
appeared at the foot of the lad account that he had palled. 1 was then wholly 
inexperienced in matters of account, and having been called upon that event, to 
difchar<*e the duties of a laborious office in the Houle of Commons, which 
occupied a confidorable portion of my time, I had the lefs .eifure to punue a 
fubiect which, being diflrclling in iifelf, 1 was induced to referve lor future m- 
vefii Nation. I found in the Office a young man who had at.ed as principal clerk, 
for my father, during the laft two or three years of his life, in whom 1 n poled a 
confidence little ffiort of the exclufive management of the whole of its money 
concerns; and believing,' from my reliance on 1ns integrity, that the calamity 
which had devolved on me with my Office, could not liiCiya.e, t turned my 
attention towards cohering the means which were left to repair it 

I found, as might naturally be expected, that the whole of thole means, a 
few Leafehold Interefts excepted, confuted of different fecurities affecting the 
eflates of that family, for whom fo much had been rifked. 1 be moft confiderable 
of thefe fecurities were two mortgages, executed by them to my father to feeure 
the repayment of thofe loans that Were ma.de in iupportof their title in the l hit, 
and for their own maintenance pending its continuance; one for the fufti of. 

1 1 ,000. and the other for the fum of £. 4,666 1 3 s. 3 id. A Bill had been filed 
to foreclofe thefe mortgages, which was refilled by a crofs Bill filed bv that 
family, impeaching the accounts, which contained the confides ation of them, 
t adminiftered, and prefied the Suit towards a termination with all the activity 
in my power; and on the 36th of May 179^’ obtained a Decree confinmng the 
validity of thefe mortgages, and an Order of Reference to the Mafiter in the 
Caufe to take an account of the principal and intereft due thereon. 

In the fame year, the fir, ft account was made up after the deceafe of my father,, 
and fent from the Linen Office, to the Office of the Commiffioners of Accounts ; 
it was for the year ended the 25th of March 1795 * whole of which 
period was embraced within liis lifetime. The next account, namely, to 
the 25th of March 1796, contained a period of eight months within his life alfo, 
and thefe accounts, as prepared in the Office, where made to anticipate the 
Vouchers that ffiould have remained to Satisfy the iffiies which were made. alter 
his deceafe. Thus between a total ignorance of the amount of the Arrear, and 
with but an imperfect knowledge of its circuniftaiices, the period palled at which 
it ought to have been ascertained, and recorded, and from that time the entire 
of it descended, upon me, yet I was reconciled to the procraftination of its 
appearance, although alarming the confequenc.es to myiel.f, becaufe I wasjuftified 
in expecting that I fliould be enabled to avert them, by a prompt difeharge of 
the whole of its amount. 

To fpeak of another public Eftabliffiment may appear- to digrefs from the 
fubjects which rauft now occupy your attention, but as an Arrear had been alfo 
incurred by my father in his fituation as Secretary to the Board for diftributing 
Bounties, to which I fucceedecl on his death, and as that Arrear has been the 
occafion of increasing the deficiency which has occurred in the revenues of this, 
the particulars of that circumftance cannot be too fully within your knowledge. 
In the year 1 707, the payments of that Board were drawing towards a clofe. 
The actual fund of the Bank was exha lifted before all the outftanding demands 
had come in, and no fuppiy could yet be had from my father’s means adequate to 
meet them. On the 21ft of July in that year, the Court of Chancery upon a 
report from the mailer, at foot of the two mortgages already mentioned, pro- 
nounced a decree in favor of his reprefentatives whereby a confolidated fum of 
£.1 ,837 6r. Aid. was awarded fo be the charge affedting the mortgaged eflates, 
and alfo diredted a fale thereof for the payment of this fum. Yielding, therefore,

fatter, as would he neceffary to meet every payment to be made at the foot of the 
■former .c.uabmhment, the whole of which payments amounted to tile fum of 
,£.2,886 lor. p ii nor had 1 any other expectation than that this would be more than 
a temporary loan, to be replaced in tliefe funds at the fame time with the Arrear 
winch orignially affefted them ; and while that hope remained I flmibk from a 
■ditclofnre that did not feern to fie neceffary, under the impulfe of a natural 
■however improvident, regret to drfturb in the quiet of the Grave— the memory 
•of a parent who was dear to me. J 

About the year 1799, I 'became fo weary of difappointed expefiatjon from 
tiiofe iources, to which I laid looked fo long, and with a confidence fo fanguine, 
that 1 was determined to nfeertain the full extent of the Arrear due to thefe funds' 
which even then whs not accurately known to me, and to bring it under coniy 
d oration. At that time the Premiums given to encourage the cultivation of Flax 
were no longer the acreable allowances in money, which had been formerly 
paid, but from feme time preceding had confuted of wheels and other utenfiis 
need] ary to the Linen Manufacture. The Infpecfors; General, the principal 
Officers under the- Hoard for the regulation of trade, were diredied to provide 
ihcfe utenfiis, and through their inferior Officers, the County Infpeciors, to dif 
tribute them among the claimants. Seeing, therefore, no neceffity why the monies 
for thefe premiums thou Id be imprefted to the Office, as in the' cafe of the flax 
premium in its former fhape, but will) ing rather they fli.ould iftue to thofe Officers 
themfelves, I made the drafts for all fuch monies payable to them, and di reded, 
iio cath on any account to be in future received into the Office | and this arrange- 
ment gave the more Tatisfadion to my mind, becaufe I thereby freed myfelf from 
the heavy refponlibilify which impended the tranfit of .money through the Office 
at a conliderable rr{k to myfelf. 



M hen the Account, commencing the 25th March 1709 and ending the 31ft 
December 1800, came to be made up, I directed the Arrear to be afeertained to 
its ultimate extent, and dated to me. This Account was in progrefs when a new 
calamity, even more afflicting than any of the many which had opprefled me, 
came from a quarter from which Ileaft of all apprehended any caufe of uneafmefo. 
On the 27th day of April 1801, the Clerk to whom I confided the entire ma- 
nagement of m3- affairs, as well thofe connected with my public duties as thofe 
which related to my private concerns, fled fiom his fitual ioii, after having pra6tifed 
againft rue a long and intricate fvftem of ruin, which he was aware would me 
developed in the refill t of that inveftigation to which I had then di retted my 
attention. — He had beeh feen in Cork — I followed him, and, after a long and 
■anxious fearch, fucceeded in my exertions to apprehend him; he was conveyed 
to Dublin, and legal rneafures were prepared for liis profeciition. The laft fraud, 
and the onlyoue of that deferiptipn which he committed, was effected by forgery; 
it was therefore felected as the mo ft proper fubjedt for bis trial, which came on in 
t.he Month of October following. — In the refult he was acquitted, from a defect 
of legal evidence, which can be more accurately explained by your Solicitor, by 
whom the proiecution was ■ conducted. Pending the period before the trial, the 
Account which was previoully in preparation was brouglit to a clofe, and the 
Grofs Arrear due to the. public. was afeertained to be the fum (fated in the Report 
of the Commiffioners of Accounts; but what portion of that fum was really the 
debt created by my father, it was impoffible to cliftinguifli from that which arofe 
from the mifcon<lu6t of the Clerk, nor could I even form the raoft remote con- 
jecture as to its amount, until a paper was font to me from the Prifon, a few 
days after his acquittal, containing his Anfwers to ieveral Queries which I had 
directed to be put. to him ; and even then, nay at this, moment, I have no other 
means in my power of afeertaining its probable amount, but by luppofmg what 
I cannot admit, that the acknowledgments of that paper are every way faithful 
-to the fact, and then deducing the fums which it exprefies, from the aggregate 
extent of the Arrear- to. call the whole of the refidue, a debt due by m3' father 
£0 the public. And let me fay,, why I cannot receive this paper of the Clerk to 
•contain the whole extent of the injury which it prefeites tor elate. It undertakes 
2 43 * * the 
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the detail of that injtiry-in the years 1796, 1797, and 1798, hut will it appear 
poffible that at a period fo long l'ubfequent as the year 1801, he could by a Ample 
effort of memory alone, form any thing more than a coBjeSure, much lefs an 
Account, of the various appropriations he may have made out of the fums of 
conflderable magnitude which were paffing through his hands m thofe yeais. 
But as it is equally impoffible for me to afcertam how far it may be ftort oi the 
fad, I am compelled to admit that paper to contain the fum of the whole, 1 have 
therefore dedufted that fum from the aggregate Arrear and I have accordingly 
ftated the whole of the refidue to be a debt due by my father to the public, and 
now remaining a charge againft his reprefentatives, the amount of which, together 
with the fum fo acknowledged by the Clerk, and the Balances due m each year 
by the Iufpeftors General, form one aggregate fum at foot of every Account, 
from the 2 rth of March 1799 * the prefent day. 

The fame feelings which had fo long induced me to poftpone any communica- 
tion on the fubieft of the Arrear, Hill continued after thefe events to operate 011 
,nv mind and rather with an additional influence on account of the increale 
which it had acquired from the abufe of my confidence, which made me more 
defi rous than before to anticipate the neceffity. of any communication by col- 
lecting the means of difcharging the whole. But m co.ndua.ng the fale of the 
Mortgaged Premifes, the' principal fource of thefe means, to a regular clofe, fo 
many delays oocnrred from the numerous interefts it involved, the fucce.hve 
demife of original Parties, arid the confequent neceffity of new Representatives; 

that 1 became anxious for the period of communication 

Iii the vear 1804, the Commiffioners of Accounts had under their confidera- 
tion the Account of this Board for the year ending the jth January 1803. They 
were pleafed in their inveftigation thereof, to require by the, letter of their 
Secretary, bearing date the 3 ift of Oaober, the particulars of the aggregate 
Balance flated at the foot.- Their letter was fnbmitted to you on , oefday the 6th 
of November.— On the fame-day 1 took the liberty of ad dr effing to you a letter 
ffatinv among other, things, that the Account required would .introduce an enquiry 
into « The accumulation of a very large Arrear due by my father, your late 
Secretary at the time of his deceafe, of which the . faid fum was principally 
•com poled ; and alfo into a lofs occafioned by the fraudulent conduft of one of 
your Clerks, for which he was brought to trial,” and begging therefore you would 
•inftitute “ fuch means of inveftigation as would enable me to lay before you 
every explanation of the nature of that Arrear,” {as will appear by reference to 
your printed Minutes of that day.)— I ftate this with great humility, to fhew it 
was not my with to withhold from you the information I was then about to lav 
before the Commiffioners of Accounts, and this will further appear from feveral 
fubfequen't fummoiifes “ to take into confederation a Letter from the Commiffioners 
of Accounts, requiring the Account therein ftated.” — Although I would have 
preferred, even after a perfonal communication, that the inveftigation of thofe 
particulars ffiould be made bv the Commiffioners of Accounts, with whom every 
•document of the earlier tranfaftions of the Board was depofited, in order that 
•through the medium of their Report, they. might come under your confuieration 
in the folemn form in which they now lie before yon. 

On the 7th of January 1805, an Order was made that ‘‘the Accounts required 
by -the Commiffioners ffiould be fent forthwith,” and accordingly, by a letter 
bearing date the 3 1 ft of that Month, they were forwarded to their Office. On the 
25th of May following, I received a reqnifition to attend the Commiffioners, and 
I then laid before them the whole of the information which is communicated to 
you by the Report on your table. 

If however, under all thefe circumftances, yon may think that I have forfeited 
your confidence I, bow to therefult of that opinion with refpect, but not without 
a regret, which will only abate by reflecting, that in whatever ffiape or by what- 
ever 3 means you will be pleafed to inveftigate that Report, wide as may be the 
periods of your enquiry, or extenfive the objetts of its purfuit, you will yet tind 
that no part of the Arrear due to the public was created.' by me j that, with the 
exception of the injury done by your Clerk, they arofe from misfortunes which 
devolved on me, together with thofe fituations in which they were refpeCtively 
incurred ; that I am the heir; not the author of them, and that, upon the whole, 
■you will find me hot unworthy,- but unfortunate., 

I have 
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I have annexed an Account which (hews the Affets of my fatherwhlch remain 
and the Debts which remain to aBeft them. You will find in thefe means afm d 
more than adequate to all h,s engagements, 'lids fund, with every title deed 
and document neceflary to facilitate its immediate converfion into money T 
hereby defire, to place .in your hands; nor lhall poverty, if even poverty enfue 
compel me to refort to you for aid, until every engagement Rated in that Account 
fiiall be Satisfied nay however hard the neceffity-fo'r I feel your fenfe of nubile 
duty will demand it, and I freely anticipate your will— until the ultimate amount 
of t.iat injury is made good, which has been heaped upon hereditary misfortunes 
by the abufe of a confidence, which, under the pfeffure of other duties I ivas not 
able to ■withhold. ' ’ 

Fortunately for the public, the confequences of all thofe calamities center with 
myfelf I have loft every thing— your inliitution nothing. The national advan- 
fiofir ‘ i wh,ch y° u have fucceflively direSed your attention have never been 
fi ultrated, nor any of your great objects even retarded/ Your funds have been

It only remains for me now to fubmit -myfelf to inveftigatien.-I have laid

Your Committee proceeded next to examine, how far thole regulations had 
been obeyed. 'They find that the general conduct of the bufinefs, with the 

•exception' they have to notice hereafter, has been the fame as originally required 

bv thofe regulations. AH drafts, or orders on the Treafurer, have been uniformly 
entered in Ihe counter calh book, in which the party receiving the order has 
■ftgned his name, oppofite to the entry thereof, by way of receipt for the fame, 
-iii* addition to Inch receipt as might have been tendered by the party, and received 
.bv the Secretary as a proper authority for dialing the Order. Every Order is 
paid by the T reafurer 1 s Clerk, on the Tuefday after it is iffiied, and on the 
anon ling of that day, an attefted abitrad of all Orders given out by the Secretary 
from the preceding Tuefday, is feiit to the bank of the Treafurer. The payments 
are copied from the counter cafh book into the account book. This book was 
made up half-yearly, but now quarterly; each entry of payment exhibits the 
date, the N* and amount thereof, as it appears in the counter cafh book, and 
dates in a fuller manner on what account the fame was made ; and in the end is 
annexed, a reference to, and an abftraft of the whole, with a certificate of the 
Treafurer, dating the fums iffiied within the period of the account. 

The firft account fettled after thole regulations, was for the half year ended 
29th September 1782. We find this account and its vouchers to have been ex- 
amined by the Board, and their accuracy certified by the fignature of feveral 
Truftees, and each fuoceeding half-yearly account and its vouchers to have been 
examined and certified in like manner, to the period within the firft account 
delivered into the Comm iffi oners of Impreft Accounts, namely to the 25th March 
1784, from which period the accounts have been annually fettled by them. 

Your Committee having made thefe general obfervations on the accounts of 
the Board, have now to date to yon, that as the Arrear which is the fu'bjedt of 
enquiry appears to have been created by a mifapplication of the money intended 
for -the payment of Fiax Premiums, they thought it their duty to examine how 
thefe payments were -conducted i.11 .each year; but in the firft place, it may not
